interpersonal needs 

This is very troubling. If our 
best students don’t feel they 
can use the counseling system, 
what hope does a school have 
of reaching the kids on the 
edge? 

Students don’t outgrow the 


need for counseling. In fact, 
good counselors are absolutely 
essential in middle schools and 
high schools where students 
travel from class to class 
without a surrogate parent to 
ground them and reaffirm 
their value as their elementary 
school teacher did. 

Thrust into this wider world 
of more competitive 
relationships, adolescents must 
win the approval of a vastly 
larger number of peers and 
teachers. Consequently, the 
threat to their self-esteem is 
much greater, and supportive 
counselors are invaluable. 

An effective counseling 
program begins at the top. 

The school’s principal has 
the primary responsibility to 
ensure the counseling program 
does what it should. She or he 
must recruit a staff that is 
committed to counseling. 

The number of counselors 


hired should be large enough 
so each has the time to attend 
to individual student needs. 
The school’s entire faculty and 
staff must genuinely believe in 
the counseling program and 
encourage students to utilize it. 
‘Teachers must regularly 
refer students to counselors — 
for issues large and small. 
Obviously, teachers should not 
object when students miss 
class to meet with a counselor. 
Counselors should want to 
listen to students — listening 
skills and empathy are more 
important than advice. 
Counselors should be friendly, 
ask about students, invite them 
in and be willing to be 
interrupted when things come 


up. 

Students should be able to 
select their own counselors if 
they wish to do so. And, an 
attempt should be made to 
allow each student to have the 


same counselor throughout her 
or his high school years so a 
trusting relationship has an 
opportunity to develop. 

Each fall, counselors should 
invite each student in for an 
individual chat, to welcome the 
student back or get to know 
her or him better. 

‘Counselors need to convey 
the message that everybody 
has bad days and months and 
that talking about these 
feelings and experiences is a 
normal part of school. 

“Frustrated students’’ 
usually are just seeking 
support. Counselors should be 
able to provide short-term 
supportive therapy, which is 
not intense or threatening. 

When long-term 
psychotherapy or family 
therapy seems appropriate, 
counselors should make 
referrals to a professional in 
the community. The counselor

Counselors must be 
accessible to and open with 
parents. However, counselors 
should not share student 





confidences with parents. 


Trust is essential and must 


be earned. Students need to 
know that warnings about 
other students who appear 
troubled will be heard, kept 
confidential and acted upon in 
a timely fashion. 


When counselors do their job 


well, word spreads quickly.

Fitzgerald: It’s a great feeling saving lives

Tom Fitzgerald doesn’t 
want thanks or recognition.

RED CROSS ‘opes 
his 


blood platelet donations help 
others. 

Fitzgerald, 65, of St. Louis, 
has donated more than 300 
units of blood to the 
American Red Cross in his 
lifetime. He also makes 
platelet donations every two 
weeks, 

“People ask me why I am 
a donor,”’ Fitzgerald said. ‘I 
tell them this story: 

“Several years ago, St. 
John’s Mercy (Medical 
Center) called me and asked 
if I could come right out. I 
was a perfect match for 
someone who was really ill. 

“T went there, donated 
some platelets, land they 
asked me to come back in 
two days,’’ he said. 

The ospital called the 
next day and told Fitzgerald 
not to come. 

“Of course, I thought the 
worst,”’ he said. “But then 
they told me that the man 
had gotten better and had 
gone home. When you know 
you have helped someone, 

it’s all the reason you need.”

Blood is made up of four 
components: platelets, 
plasma, and red and white 
blood cells. 

“Platelets are the sticky 
part of your blood,” said 
Robyne O’Mara, manager of 
area American | Red Cross 
donor centers. ‘“‘They are 
necessary to control 
bleeding.”” 

Most patients undergoing 
a bone marrow transplant, 
surgery, chemotherapy, 
radiation treatment or sree 
transplant need donated 
platelets in order to survive.’ 
Without a platelet 
transfusion, life-threatening 
hemorrhages could result, 
O’Mara said. 

“There is a big demand 
for platelet donations,’ 
O'Mara said. ‘‘We try to 
keep plenty on hand and

there is never enough.”’ 

O'Mara said one problem 
is that platelets have a 
“short shelf life’ and must 
be transfused within five 
days of donation The good 
news is that platelets can be 
donated every other week 
because the body replenishes 
them so quickly, she said. In 
many cases, O’Mara said, 
blood types ‘do not have to 
be a specific match in a 
platelet donation. 

Platelets are donated 
using a process called 

heresis, in which whole 
Fs jood is separated into 
components, the platelets 
are removed and then the 
other components are 
returned to your body. The

Just in 
case you find some spare 
time between the gradu- 
ations, parties an 
weddings, here are a few 
ways to wile away the 
hours in the garden. 


If your patio is made up 
of individual blocks, 
remove one or two, replace 
them with good topsoil and 
plant a flower or veggie. It’s 
a unique accent, provided 
it’s not located in an area 
where it will be in the way 
and get stepped on. 


Harvest herbs while tops 
are fresh and green, prior 
to bloom. If roots or seeds 
are the desired portion, 
wait until they have fully 
developed. Dry herbs in 
the shade for best oil 
retention. 


Inspect your vegetable 
garden for insects ona 
regular basis so you can 
treat them before the 
problem gets bigger. Don't 
forget to look under leaves. 


Spring flowering shrubs 
and trees should have been 
pruned already. If not, 
don’t try to do it now. Any 
further pruning may 
remove next year’s flowers, 
which are forming at this 
time. 


If you put some 
houseplants outside, don’t 
neglect them. Continue to 
water and keep them well 
groomed. 


When pruning roses for 
faded or cut flowers, you 
should start at the flower 
and move down the stem 
to the second 5-leaflct leaf. 
Make cut just above it. This 
will produce a stronger 
new growth. Follow this 
same procedure when 
removing faded roses from 
the bush. 


Container-grown annuals 
require extra attention 
when watering. Due to the 
confined root area, they 
tend to dry rapidly and 
should be checked 
frequently. Water 
containers thoroughly, 
until water seeps out the 
drainage holes. 


A round, brown sunken 
area on the bottom of 
tomatoes may be blossoim- 
end rot. To prevent this, 
keep soil uniformly moist” 
around the plants. Try 


mulching plants to keep 
moisture levels constant. 
While on the subject of 
tomatoes, you can make 
the most of your garden 
space by training tomatocs 
to grow up on a Stake or in 
a tomato cage. The fruit 
will be cleaner, too 


Daylilies would make a 
great addition to your 
garden. These hardy 
perennials will flower for 
three to four weeks 
shades of cream, peach, 
orange and red. By 
choosing early-, mid- and 
late-season varieties, you 
can have color through 
September. 


Pinch back any 
geraniums that have been 
Dlooming. This will keep 
them from becoming too 
leggy. Remember, 
geraniums are plants that 
love the hot sun. They 
don’t mind being a little 
dry. 


Hummingbirds are 
attracted to red, orange or 
pink tubular flowers. Plant 
petunias, phlox or lilies to 
bring them to your yard. 


When planting 
transplants, an application 
of granular fertilizer such 
as 5-10-5 should be worked 
into the soil. 


If you have grass and/or 
weeds peeking up from the 
cracks or drive in the 
sidewalk, do away with ‘em 
by using a non-selective 
weed and grass killer. Be 
careful when using it, 
however, since it will kill 
anything it contacts. 


When sweeping up a big 
pile of lawn waste, such as 
after edging, your snow 
shovel makes a great

Nearly 10 per- 
eent of the 140,000 telemarket- 
ing firms in the U.S. engage in 
fraud, Fraudulent telemar- 
Reters compile “mooch lists” 
of the names of potentially 
vulnerable consumers. 

According to the American

‘There are many variations 
of these scams and new scams 
are being created all the time. 
One of the best ways to pro- 
tect against these schemes is 
to take time to consider any 
donation or business arrange- 
ment.

for. Here are a few examples 
of other popular ones: 

The Phony Bank Examiner 
- This scam begins when 
someone claiming to be a bank 
examiner or police officer 
calls a bank customer. The | 
victim is asked to help uncov- 
er a suspected crime at their | 
bank, such asa teller embez- | 
zling money. 

In some cases, the victim is 
told to call 911 to verify the | 
caller’s identity, but the 
swindler, not the police, picks 
up the call. This is done by the | 
con artist not disconnecting 
from the call or by tapping 
into the phone service. 





The victim is asked to with- 
draw thousands of dollars in 
cash and turn it over to the 
caller and told the money 
needs to be withdrawn so an 
“investigator” can mark the 
bills and use them to catch the 
dishonest bank employee. The 
victim is instructed not to dis- 


cuss the transaction with bank | 


employees and the phony 
investigator also promises a 
reward for helping with the 
investigation. 

The public should be aware 
that bank regulatory agencies, 
financial institutions and 
police agencies never turn to 
bank customers to withdraw 
personal funds or for account 
information as part of any 
investigation. 

The Pigeon Drop ~ This 
scam is one of the oldest con 
games. In the most common 
variation, an unsuspecting vic- 
tim is approached by a 
stranger who has just found a 
bag or a box containing cash, 
set up to look like drug or 

gambling proceeds. 

Pretending to be oblivious 
to the situation, a second sus- 

pect walks up to the scene and 
is shown the money by the 
first suspect. The new arrival 
says that he or she once heard 
a friend (lawyer, banker or 
police officer) say that lost 
money should be deposited at 
a bank. The second suspect 
continues the scam, by 
explaining that the bank would 
notify the police, and that 
after 30 days the unclaimed 
cash will be divided améng the 
finders. 

The catch: the bank will 
require a $1,000 deposit. The 
two suspects convince the vic- 
tim to provide the money and 
accompany the victim to with- 
draw the cash. Then they go to 
a bank where either suspect 
claims to know an employee. 

One criminal enters the 
bank, pretending to deposit the 
cash, while the other stays in 


the car with the victim. When - 


the suspect returns to the car, 
a problem has arisen and the 
victim is encouraged to go talk 
to the manager, both crimi- 
nals drive away with all of the 
money.

No one wants to be the vic- 
tim of fraud, but how do you 
identify possible fraudulent 
activity? 

Here are some various tips 
and warning signs to watch 
for so a con artist does not 
take you. 


It is probably a scam if: 


You get a personal phone 
call or mail saying that you 
have won a prize, and in 
return saying you must buy 
something, pay for processing, 
an administrative fee, cus- 
toms, taxes or for something 


| else. Legitimate sweepstakes 


and contest do not ask for pay- 
ment, because it is illegal. 
The person says it is a lim- 
ited offer and you must act 
immediately or you will miss 
the opportunity. Legitimate 


people to act without time to 
look into the deal. 
The caller refuses to send 
you written information before 
| you commit to anything. A 
legitimate company should be 
happy to send you information 
about what it is offering. 
| There are claims of huge 
profits in an investment with 
no risk. All investments are 
risky and companies must tell 
consumers about the possible 
risks involved. 
| There are claims you will 
make huge profits through a 
franchise or other business 
venture with little or no effort. 
All business ventures require 
knowledge and effort. 
| You are asked te donate to 
| a charity, but the solicitor will 
not tell you exactly how the 
money will be used and how 
you can verify the charity. 
Real charities are will to say 
what percentage of your dona- 
tion is used for service and 
how much goes for overhead 
and fundraising. They will 
| also be willing to tell con- 
sumers who they can check 
wig to verify their organiza- 
ion. 

You are told to send your 
payment by a money wire or 
private courier. Legitimate 
companies do not try to keep 
people from checking out the 





deal or backing out by avoid- 
ing the postal authorities and 
demanding immediate pay- 
ment. 

The company asks for cash 
only. This makes it hard to 
trace the con artist. 

You are asked for you 
social security number. No 
Company needs your social 
security number, unless you 
are applying for credit and 
they need to check you credit 
report. 

You are asked for you cred- 
it card number, bank account 
number or other financial 
information, when you are not 
buying anything or are paying 
by a different method. A com- 
pany only needs your financial 
information to bill you or debit 
the account you are making 
your purchase with. 

A company calls you relent- 
lessly or continues to call you 
when you have asked to be 
removed from their list. 
Legitimate companies will 
take “no” for an answer and 
will take you off their list if 
asked. Con artist will repeat- 
edly call to wear you down or 
to get more money from you. 

A company offers to 
retrieve money you have lost 
to a fraudulent scheme, for an 
up front fee. Law enforcement 
agencies do not require pay- 
ment to help consumers, and 
it is illegal to ask for advance 
payment for such services. 


When in doubt contact your 
Jocal law enforcement agency 
for assistance before making 
any decision.

‘Mayes honored for perfect game 


Granite City junior also named prep team’s MVP

_Junior Devin Mayes made 
history May 21 against 
Salem. 

Mayes pitched five perfect

“That’s a pretty nice 
night, huh?”

‘ood records, since at least 
the ’60s, this is only the 
sixth no-hitter in school 
history. So it was quite an 
accomplishment tonight.” 

Mayes said, ‘‘I felt pretty 

ood. “‘In the fifth inning, IT 
had a lot of energy, I was 


pretty hy up about it. I 
was just having to keep the 
ball down. We made the 
plays we needed to make, no 
errors. I was hitting my 
spots that night. I knew two 
days before that I would be 
pitching, but I didn’t really 
expect to come out with a 
no-hitter. I tried to do the 
best I could, and fortunately, 
it was just there for me.”’ 

Mayes.was honored for his 
accomplishment and for a 
solid season overall at the 
Warriors’ postseason awards 
banquet. 

“TI got the team MVP,”’ 
Mayes said. ‘‘I wasn’t 
expecting it. I would have 
thought Teddy (Millas) 
would have gotten it. He had 
the highest batting average 
(.409). I was really surprised 
that I got it.’”

Occupational therapy helps elderly health and happiness 


Ruth was an elderly Los 
Angeles woman afraid to ride 
city buses because she couldn’t 
climb up the step to get 
aboard. 

Thanks to a study being 
conducted by the University of 
Southern California, an 
occupational therapist created 
a practice step for her at 
home, then ushered her aboard 
areal bus one day. 

‘‘When she could get on the 
bus, she was on the threshold 
of a whole world of 
opportunity,”’ says Florence 
Clark, lead author of the 
study. 

The research shows 
preventive occupational 
therapy that teaches elderly 
people how to keep up daily 
activities improves their 
physical and mental health 
and helps them live 
independently 

Clark, chairman of USC’s 
Department of Occupational 
Science and Occupational 


‘Therapy, presented her results 
at the American Medical 
Association’s Science Writers 
Conference in Washington. The 
study also appeared in a 
recent issue of The Journal of 
the American Medical 
Association. 


Clark said the study suggests 


that in an age of medical 
cost-cutting, occupational 
therapy could provide savings 
by delaying reliance on 
expensive nursing home care 
“Healthy and independent is 
less expensive than sick and 
dependent,” she said. 


Occupational therapists 
traditionally help people with 
illness, injury or other 
impairments regain skills to 
lead a healthy, productive. life. 
In the USC study, they sought 
to help seniors develop 
routines that balance work, 
rest, recreation and social life. 


Therapists sought the 


‘‘just-right challenge’’ that 
would inspire each to take 
risks rather than remain 
housebound. 

“Staying healthy is not just 
a matter of going to the gym 
and eating right,”’ or simply 
keeping busy, Clark said. 

‘To Clark, occupational 
therapists can be like 
“Dbersonal trainers’ for the 
elderly, coaching them on 
“lifestyle redesign” that takes 
into account their passions as 
well as limitations. 

“Can they walk a bloc! 
they limited in going to visit 
their friends because of health 
issues?’’ she said. 








Such considerations were 
incorporated into the Well 
Elderly Study, which looked at 
361 residents of federally 
subsidized apartment buildings 
for low-income seniors in Los 
Angeles. 

The subjects, ages 60 to 89, 
came from a broad mix of 

















backgrounds and included 
blacks, Hispanics, whites and 
Asia They were randomly 
divided into three groups. 

The first group received two 
hours each week of group 
occupational therapy and an 
hour each month of individual 
therapy with personalized 
programs that were key to 
success, Clark said. 

One control group 
participated in more than two 
hours of organized social 
activities each week, while the 
other control group had no 
activities or programs 





Therapists identified 
activities that would give 
seniors ‘‘a sense of 
contribution and a sense of 
accomplishment”’ and help 
them confront the fears that 
can isolate them. 

In one group session, 
participants were helped to 
op a bus to Long Beach, 

where they had to make 


choices about shopping and 
sightseeing. 

At the end of nine months, 
those who received 
occupational therapy posted 
more gains and fewer declines 
than those in the two control 
pours. Clark reported 

esearchers measured results 
using standard tests and 
questionnaires to rate health, 
mental attitude and life 
satisfaction 

When it came to physical 
health problems that limited 
work and activities, the 
occupational therapy group 
showed an improvement of 1 
percent, while the control 
groups declined by 13 percent, 
Clark said. 

“In the measure of vitality, 
the (occupational therapy) 
group showed an increase of 6 
percent, while the control 
groups declined by 2 percent,” 
she said 

Dr. Gary Small, a psychiatry 
professor and director of the 


University of California, Los 
Angeles, Center on Aging, 
praised the study and its 
approach to aging. 





“It’s important to 
demonstrate that nonmedical 
interventions have an impact,” 
Small said 


“It’s particularly important 
for elderly people because of 
their sensitivity to side effects 
of medicine. The take-home 
message from this paper is 
that nonpharmacologic 
treatments can be effective 
and have profound impacts on 
people's quality of life.””

Few save enough to live on 


Americans are growing more 
confident about their 
retirement, but that may be 
because they're refusing to 
face bad news about how big a 
nest egg they need, says a 
survey whose sponsors include 
insurance companies, banks 
and mutual funds. 

Most respondents said they 
haven’t calculated how much 
savings they'll need to-live 
comfortably, and many of 
today’s workers — even those 
in their 50s — have saved less 
than $10,000 or even nothing at 
all. 

One bright spot: Workers 
age 25 to 33, worried about 
Social Security's staying 
power, are starting to save for 
retirement at a younger age 
than their parents and older 
siblings. 

The survey, financed by 22 
organizations including the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons, was released 
as the Social Security 
Administration announced a 2.1 
percent cost-of-living increase 
for next year, the smallest 
since 1987. 

Sixty-eight percent of 
workers questioned said they 
are very confident or 
somewhat confident of their 
retirement income prospects, 
up from 62 percent last year. 
And the proportion of those 
“not too”’ or ‘‘not at all’’ 
confident dropped from 37 
percent to 30 percent. 

“Tt's generally accepted that 
this is false confidence,’’ said 
Jeffrey Love, senior research 
associate for the AARP. 


“There's a lot of faith here 
that things will work out, that 
they'll save later, that the 
stock market will steadily 
increase.”’ 

Stocks, as measured by the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
rose nearly 50 percent between 
the two surveys, compared 
with a more typical annual 
gain of 12 percent 

Despite most workers’ 
confidence in their retirement 
prospects and even though a 
third would like to retire at 
age 55 or younger, only 36 
percent said they have figured 
out how much they'll need. 
And a quarter of those can’t 
give a figure when asked. That 
means nearly three-quarters of 
current workers don’t know 
how much money they should 
accumulate 

Meanwhile, the proportion of 
workers saving regularly for 
retirement was 69 percent, up 
from 61 percent three years 
ago. But Mathew Greenwald, 
president of the Washington- 
based market research firm 
that conducted the survey, said 
saving blindly isn’t enough 

“It’s hard to hit a target if 
you don’t have one. It’s hard 
to make decisions about how 
much to save and how much to 
spend if you don’t know what 
you're shooting for,”’ he said. 

Many aren’t saving enough. 
Of workers born before the 
post-World War II baby boom, 
11 percent said they had no 
retirement savings and 9 
percent said they had less than 
$10,000.

Legislators said they are 
determined to keep Scott Air 
Force Base open after $1.5 
million was set aside to fight 
base closings in Illinois. 

Lawmakers from several 
Metro East districts Held a 
news conference June 8 at the 
main gate of Scott to announce 
that the recently passed state 
budget has money set aside to 
persuade Congress to keep 
Scott open. 

The base is the largest 
employer in the Metro East 
and the seventh largest 
employer in the St. Louis 

region, said James 
| Pennekamp, president of the 
Leadership Council, an 
economic development 
organization. 

Scott has an economic 
impact on the region of more 
than $2 billion, he said. 

More than 40,000 people in 
the Metro East area are 
directly affected by Scott. The 
number includes 6,880 active 
duty military, 1,161 Air Force 
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Reserve members, 4,290 
civilian employees and 10,560 
family members, state Rep. 
Jay Hoffman, D-Collinsville, 
said. 

Pennekamp defended the 
appropriation after reporters 
questioned whether the money 
was well-spent, considering the 
fact that there is no effort to 
close bases. Pennekamp said 
his sources tell him there may 
be another round of base 
closings in 2001 but that it may 
take until 2005 before the 
closings actually occur. 

Scott, near Belleville, and 
the Price Support Center in 
Granite City dodged the 
closure bullet during the last 
round in 1995. 

“There is a drum beat out 
there,’’ Pennekamp said 

The subject of closing bases, 
including Scott, arises each 
year or two, he said. 

“This is not a one-time 
effort,’’ said state Rep. Ron 
Stephens, R-Troy. 

Illinois almost lost Scott 
because the state lacked the 
lobbying efforts to convince 
federal legislators to keep

them open, Stephens said. 

“It was close, I am told, 
because the state did not have 
people in the halls of Congress 
to share with our legislators 
the facts about what Scott 


means to the armed forces and 


to the people of southwestern 
Tllinois,’”’ Stephens said. 

Other states have had 
vigorous lobbying efforts to 
stop base closings, officials 
said during the news 
conference. 

The money will be given to 
the Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs to fight the closings 
Hoffman said details of how 
the money is to be spent will 
be left up to the agency. 

The General Assembly 
recently created the military 
installation caucus to fight 
base closings statewide 

The caucus will hold 
hearings to discuss possible 
base enhancements with 
military and community 
leaders. The members said 
they hope to return to 
Springfield in the fall to make 
recommendations.

| Benton Park cottage gets 
new lease on utopian life

A 134-year-old cottage in 
the Benton Park 
neighborhood is getting a 
new lease on life 

‘The home at 3010 
Wisconsin Ave. originally 
was owned by a member of 
the Icarian colony, a group 
of French immigrants who 
held utopian beliefs. 

The historic Icarian 
structure had sat vacant for 
more than a decade. After 
eyeing the property for 
several years, the Benton 
Park Neighborhood Housing 
Corp. gained control of the 
property tw: ‘ears ago with 
the city’s assistance. 

Pyramid Construction was 
brought in and was able to 
presell the home even before 
work began. The firm, based 
in nearby Tower Grove 
East, gui-rehabbed the 
four-room cottage to 
accommodate living space, 
including the family room 
and kitchen 

A bridge was built to 
connect to a new 
four-bedroom, two-bath 
extension, which is hardly 

ble from the street 
Pyramid worked with 
Heritage and Urban Design 
for its 25th project in the 
neighborhood. 

“It was very important to 
save the building, aid Jo 
Ann Vatcha, a housing 
analyst for the city’s 
Community Development 
Agency, which helped with 


the rehab effort. 

It cost about $175,000 to 
renovate the home, which is 
about $35,000 more than its 
selling price. City funds 
made up the gap. 

“This is a telltale story of 
what volunteers in the 
neighborhood can 
accomplish,” said Alderman 
Ken Ortman, D-9th Ward 
and former president of the 
housing corporation. 

The project also is a sign 
that preservationism can be 
a selling point, said Kevin 
Kelleher, a board member 
of the Landmarks 
Association of St. Louis. He 
said the building survived 
several past attempts at 
demolition and has become 
a neighborhood asset rather 
than a liability 


“This particular project 
speaks to the wisdom of 
taking the preservationist 
fork in the road,”’ said 
Kelleher, a 19-year resident 
of the neighborhood and 
housing corporation 
volunteer. 

In a strange twist of fate, 
the lending agent for the 
project, Mark Mesnier of 
Jefferson Heritage Bank, is 
a descendant of the man 
who built the home in 1865 
for perfumer Joseph 
Loiseau. Mesnier’s 
great-grandfather was the 
nephew of architect Charles 
Mesnier, who was secretary 
for the Icarian group. 

“It’s pretty staggering,’”” 
Mesnier said. “I’m happy 
that something my family 
did stood the test of time.”’

On summer 
holidays like Father’s Day and the Fourth of July, 
hamburger and beef steaks make up more than half the 
meat grilled. ,

the National Cattlemen’s Beef Association, says steak is 
popular at restaurants, too. S 

“Between 1993 and 1998, traffic increased in casual 
steakhouses 80 percent,” she says. 

Another sign of interest in this cut of meat is the 
emergence of “chop houses,” which she called a variation 
of a steakhouse where everything is on the bone. That 
includes not only beef, but veal, pork and lamb as well. 

At home, sirloin, round and chuck lead the favorite 
steaks, with porterhouse and T-bone behind them. 

“There have been some excellent prices on porterhouse. 
Sometimes cooks cut thick ones into strips for Brilling 
Tenderloin and porterhouse are chosen more often when 
eating out, probably because the premium price of tenderloin 
make cooks a little fearful of ov: ooking them. Others are 
not nearly as hard on the budget,” Bielunski say: 

Actually, steak never has gone out of style at 

Eddie Neill is proving the value of steak. He 
turned half of Cafe Provencale in Clayton into Eddie’s Steak 
& Chop. Contrary to the public image of who likes steak, he 
says guests order all varieties and sizes. 

“It’s not just a man’s world any more. The restaurant is 
not targeted for the males.

They may find 
that the regular price at other 
stores matches or is less than 
the ‘‘discounted”’ sales price.

trademark and 
quality mark 


When buying a piece of gold 
jewelry, the karat mark, often 
called the quality mark, tells 
the percentage of pure gold in 
the piece. Pure gold, or 24K, 
usually is considered too soft 
for jewelry. It must be alloyed 
with other metals, such as 
copper, zinc or silver, to give 
it strength and durability. 
Fourteen-karat gold, for 
example is 58.3 percent gold; 
the rest are alloys. Jewelry 
less than 10K gold (or 41.7 
percent gold) cannot be legally 
sold as gold in the United 
States. 

‘Ask the jeweler to show you 
the quality mark for gold, as 


well as for platinum and 
sterling silver jewelry. If the 
quality mark appears on the 
Piece, a registered U.S. 
trademark is required by 
federal law that assures the 
consumer that the 
manufacturer stands behind 
the authenticity of the piece. If 
the trademark is not there, 
don’t buy it. 


Get it in writing 


When buying fine jewelry, 
ask the jeweler to write a 
complete description on your 
receipt. For gold jewelry, ask 
for the karatage; for 
diamonds, the cut, color, 
clarity and carat weight (the 
weight of the center stone and 


total carat weight if there are 
side stones); for colored 
stones, ask for a description of 
overall color and carat weight, 
and if the stone is of natural 
origin or has been treated in 
any way. That information 
should be included on the bill 
of sale

metals and ancient stones 
found deep beneath the earth’s 
surface 

The shopping experience can 
be equally enjoyable with the 
consumers keeping in mind the

Deadly radon gas unexpected danger at home 


A recent Harvard University 
report ranked radon, an 
invisible and odorless gas, No. 
1 on a list of potentially fatal 
home hazards. . 

Radon comes from deposits 
of uranium in soil, rock and 
water. When trapped in 
buildings, it can be harmful 
when breathed into the lungs, 
especially at elevated levels. 


As a homeowner, you should 
be concerned about radon gas 
in your home. The Consumer 
Research Council answers the 
most commonly asked 
questions about radon: 

Q. Where is radon found? A. 
The primary source of radon 
in homes is the underground 
soil. The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA)

Q. How do I find out if my 
house has elevated levels of 
radon? A. There are two basic 
tesling options: Do it yourself 
or hire a professional tester 
Radon test kits that meet EPA 
requirements are available at 
local hardware stores, home 
improvement stores and other 
retail outlets. Most test kits 
cost less than $25. You can 
also call 1-800-SOS-RADON 
(1-800-767-7236) for a reduced 
cost test kit

ng your home for 
radon is as simple as opening 
a package, placing a radon 
detector in a designated area, 
and mailing it to a lab after 
the prescribed number of days 

Q. If I don't have a 
basement, can I assume that I 
don’t have a radon problem? 

A. No. Radon can seep in 
from soil anywhere around or 
under a home, regardless of 
whether it has a basement, a 
crawl space or is built 
slab-on-grade. The EPA and 
the U.S. Surgeon General 
recommend radon testing for 
all types of homes, at or below 
the third floor. 

Q. Two of my neighbors 
have tested their homes for 
radon and they don’t have high 
levels. Why do I need to test? 

A. Radon levels can vary 
considerably from house to 
house, even on the same, 
street. The only way to Know 
whether radon exists in 
harmful levels in your home is 
to test.
